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The Tenacity of Violence. 


F." P. Walsh, chairman of the federal industrial relations 


commission, is convinced that the time is coming when the 
differences between capital and labor will be settled amicably. 
He so-said in an informal address the other day before the 
Commercial club of Seattle. He is reported to have used thesa 
words: "After a few months' investigation, during which time 
I have heard more than 400 witnesses, 1 am convinced that 
capital and labor can meet on a common ground for the set- 
tlement of their disputes. We are hopeful that our inquiry 
will be productive of a code of fair treatment for all, which 
will .make the enactment of laws unnecessary." 


It may'be that such a happy condition will be reached some 


lime in the future, and it is to be hoped that it will, but the 
chances-are that Mr. Walsh will not live to see the day. In 
times of peace between capital and labor there is much talk 
about arbitration and the adjustment of differences without 
resort to force, but when the trouble comes it takes careful 
handling to prevent strikes and the disorder and violence 
which go with them in too many cases. It is true that some 
progress has been made knyard the peaceful settlement of 
labor troubles, all of which is encouraging, and there is every 
reason why capital and'laboT shOlild "exert themselves to hasten 
the day when peaceful settlements of their differences may be 
the invariable rule. 


But that day has not yet arrived, any more than lias the time 


for the peaceful settlement of differences between nations. 
Many of us have for years been cherishing the belief that wars 
between nations were practically a thing of the past, but the 
condition in Europe today rudely shatters that belief -and 
proves that the human family is not yet prepared to relinquish 
the law of force. And whether it ever will be is purely a mat- 
ter of speculation. We have flattered ourselves that Chris- 
tianity, civilization and education were to remove us from (he 
barbarity and brutality of national wars and labor wars, and 
must still cling to the hope that in time this glorious end will 
be consummated, but it is plain that men have not yet out- 
grown the tendency to resort to violence as a last resortj and 
too often without waiting for it to become a last resort. Un- 
der the circumstances there is nothing to do but to make the 
best of the conditions existing and hope, pray and work for 
better things.
